ANN ARBOR—A total eclipse of 
the moon will be January’s astro­ 
nomical treat, according to 
Dr. 
Hazel M. Losh. 
University 
of 
Michigan associate professor 
of 
astronomy. 
On Jan u ary 18 the full moon will 
completely 
enter 
the 
E a rth ’s 
shadow, she says, it will be locat­ 
ed above the east 
point of 
the 
horizon at an altitude of about 30 
degrees at the eclipse’s beginning. 
At 7:30 p. rn. the moon will first 
touch the E a rth ’s shadow, the p r o 
fessor points out. which will then 
slowly spread until totality sets in 
9:17 p. rn. The totality will end at 
9:47 p. m., she explains, but it will 
take the moon about an hour and 
a half m ore to leave the shadow. 
Throughout the three and a half 
hour phenomena. Professor Losh 
states, “ the moon will be plainly 
visible, illuminated 
by 
sunlight 
which filters through the E a rth ’s 
atmosphere and is bent and re­ 
fracted into the shadow and then 
onto the moon.” 
Tho moon will shine with a dull 
reddish glow, she adds, deprived 
of its 
blue rays by the atm os­ 
phere which scatters and diffuses 
the blue light. 
To have such an eclipse, accord­ 
ing lo Professor Losh. the moon 
must be in full phase, or direct 
line with the Sun and Earth, but 
usually it passes above or below 
the E arth ’s shadow. 
A further January feature will 
be the lengthening of the da> by 
about an hour, she states. 
Among the planets, Jupiter will 
continue to be the bright one in 
the southern sky, the 
professor 


porns out. and Saturn will be ris­ 
ing south of I he east point about 
I p. rn., towards the end of the 
month. Mars will rise 
about an 
hour later. 
Easily 
observed 
during 
the 
month will be 
the 
constellation 
Gemini. Professor

Composed of two almost parallel 
lines of stars,

northeasterly direction from Orion

Twins.” “To find this pair from 
the location of the Big Dipper,” 
she explains, “extend a line from 
the handle diagonally through the

years ago Castor

brother,” and for some unknown

e p H E fact that Russia reversed Its earl* 
ier negative stand on President Eisen­ 
h ow er’s atom ic peace plan is evidence the 
K rem lin recognizes the pow er and breath 
of its appeal. 
O ne of th e plan's unique aspects is Hie 
attraction it has for neutralists and others 
in Europe and Asia who are u n e n t h u s i a s ­ 
tic about th e W estern cause. 
Its basic hu­ 
m anity is so clear that even w oolly-headed 
apologists for Russia realized th a t Moscow 
w ould have to respond or stand self-con­ 
victed of fraud in its peace claims. 
A fter an initial thoughtless attack on 
th e plan, w hich perhaps was designed only 
to fill a vacuum w ith some kind of Com­ 
m unist noise, the Soviet Union now has 
given its considered reply. 
Moscow says it is willing to undertake 
th e 
proposed 
private 
and 
secret 
talks 
un d er UN auspices on Mr. Eisenhow er’s 
plan. 
U ndoubtedly 
our 
diplom ats 
will 
m ove as sw iftly 
as possible 
to arrange 
these discussions. 
B ut we w ill inevitably approach them 
w ith caution. 
For the Krem lin, as so often 
before in diplom atic dealing, has attached 
a condition. 
It w ants to consider a pro­ 
gram for destroying all 
existing 
atomic 
w eapons and outlaw ing their use in w ar 
This, of course, is the very heart ot the 
stalem ate on atom ic disarm am ent and con 
trol w hich the President 
sought 
to 
get 
around by his own plan. 
His suggestion 
w as th a t nations producing atom ic m ater 
ials contribute a share of them to a world 
bank, w hose nuclear resources then would 
be applied to problem s of medicine, power, 
agriculture and other peacetim e uses on 
w orldw ide basis, 
He w ould skip, for the tim e being, any 
effort to settle the largest issue of atomic 
control, on the ground that real progress 


is unlikely. 
Tin W est finds Russia's plan 
for destruction ai d outlaw ry of A -bom bs 
totally unacceptable. 
The reason is sim ple. 
The K rem lin will not perm it the inspec­ 
tion of atom ic energy plants which alone 
can g u aran tee Russian good faith in dis­ 
arm am ent. 


W ithout such inspection, we w ould be 
giving aw ay o u r 
atomic 
stockpile, 
our 
chief m ilitary reliance, under the heaviest 
im aginable risks. 


If the talks are arranged, certainly we 
cannot prevent the Soviet spokesm en from 
bringing up the atom ic ban it favors. 
B ut 
we m ust firm ly steer the discussions off 
to the P re sid en t’s m ore limited but m ore 
im m ediately practical program. 


Should this prove impossible, w e will 
understand and we m ust m ake the w orld 
understand that Russia once again has dealt 
iii bad t, lib. 
For any insistence on the 
Soviet’s til (‘ii old atom ic-control form ula 
will m ake it plain the Krem lin has had no 
thought at any tim e of .joining a h um ani­ 
tarian ef fort to bring the benefits of atom ic 
energy to m en who w ant to live better 
lives iii a w orld a peace.

Merry-Go-Round

W ASHINGTON—The 
fabulous 
w ealth 
of Senator M c C a r th y 's chief backer, Texa> 
Oilman H. R Hunt, has just been m ade a 
m atter of oi lienal public record. 
O ilm an 
Hunt has ju st been aw arded a television 
license at C orpus Christi, Texas, and in 
order to get it, had to list his approxim ate 
net. worth. 
Hunt filed a sworn statem ent th a t his 
net income after taxes was “in excess ol 
one million dollars a year.” 
A few people in the U. S. A. have a 
income before taxes of $1,000,000 a year 
But by the tim e they pay taxes in th e 80 
or 90 per cent brackets there isn’t m uch 
left. H unt, how ever, testified that his net 
income was ‘in excess of one m illion dol 
lars after taxes for each year of 1951 and 
1952.” 
Of course his taxes are a bit low er th an 
some people’s because he gets the benefit 
of the 27 V* depletion tax allow ance 
oil wells. 
But if H unt w ere in a nonpreferred in ­ 
dustry he w ould have to m ake a gross in ­ 
come above $9,000,000 in order to have a 
net income in excess of a m illion dollars. 
The 27 4 fa r cen t oil-depletion allow ance 
which helps him is given oil operators b e­ 
cause ifs an ex tra ctiv e industry. 
In other 
words, oil does riot stay in the ground fo r­ 
ever. 
Coal, also an extractive industry, 
gets only a IO per cent depletion allow7 - 
ance. w hile gi unite gravel, m arble get 5 
per cent. 
H unt uses his fabulous w ealth partly to 
back Senator M cCarthy, also finance the 
“Facts Forum ” TV program ; and finally 
he’s the biggest contributor to “ A m erica 
For A m ericans,” a group of prew ar isola­ 
tionists who put m oney into every cam ­ 
paign last year w here there was a chance 
to defeat liberal senators. 
F eatured on H u n t’s Facts Forum TV 
program is A llan Zoll, whose A m erican 
P atriots was put on the attorney gen eral’s 
subversive list. 
Am ong the books recom ­

THE LONELY TW EN TY -TW O—Among 
m ore than 22,000 K orean W ar prisoners 
who refuse to retu rn to th eir hom elands 
are 22 Americans. 


These 22 young m en from the United 
States arm ed forces, taken prisoner by the 
Chinese Com m unists and now reportedly 
converted to Com m unism are indeed men 
w ithout a country. 


For them the future holds only a 
growing melancholy, a disappointment 
in themselves, and the tragic realiza­ 
tion that even their persuasive captors 
hold them in contempt. 
They may now feel internationally im ­ 
portant and enjoy the sw eet suffering of 
m artyrdom , but the tim e m ust inevitably 
tom e when they will be forgotten paw ns 
in the ebb and flow of ideologies, lost to 
everything but their own b itter memories. 


TH EIR IMPORTANCE— E xcept for their 
fam ilies, these renegades are hurting only 
them selves in their act of em bracing Com­ 
m unism . 
It is a trium ph for the U nited States 
th at of toe thousands of A m ericans cap­ 
tured and held prisoner, only 22 rejected 
the C hristian principles 
of 
their 
native 
country. 
Today they stand as exponents 
of totalitarianism as against the individual 
freedom s and liberties represented by d e­ 
m ocracy. 
These i i men are relatively unim ­ 
portant, indicating little more than the 
lack of conviction and the fraility of 
unprincipled citizenship that afflicts 
hundreds of thousands of Americans.

FRIEND AND ENEMY—The incident of 
the lonely 22 em phasizes the changing way 
of w arfare in the Atomic Age — which 
m ust depend upon persuasion rath er than 
force to achieve victory. 
The atomic bomb has becom e a fearsom e 
w eapon—yet less pow erful than the con­ 
version of men to new concepts of society 
and governm ent, of the 
individual 
and 
freedom . 
In this age the friend of today ran 
become the enemy of tomorrow by em ­ 
bracing an alien ideology. Conversely, 
the enemy can become the friend— 
witness the numerous ex-Communist* 
now profiting in America by the sim ­ 
ple act of renunciation.
